5.2. Cii the other hand Sir Syed Ahmed Khan revitalized and re-evaluated the ideas of Islam in the 
light of the progressive philosophy of Shah Waliullah and became successful in resolving 
intellectual crises created by traditional thinking and fundamentalism. He provided effective 
and solid leadership to the community, 

5.3. Aligarh movement, unlike Deoband, was very popular and instrumental among the Muslim 
masses
